The Patient tn the Doorway 


BY ARTHUR ELFENBAUM, BA, DDS 


First of a series of articles on diagnostic problems 


related to dentistry. 


MEASURED in elapsed time, the pa- 
tient’s appearance in the doorway 
of the office or operatory hardly 
consumes more than a couple of 
seconds. Even if we increase this 
apparently negligible amount of 
time by the addition of the few 
seconds that it takes the patient to 
walk from the doorway to the den- 
tal chair and seat himself in it, 
the total amount of time used 
seems to be of little or no conse- 
quence. Yet in those few seconds, 
the dentist, experienced in diag- 
nostic technique, can add informa- 
tion of inestimable value to his 
diagnosis of the oral problem about 
which the patient has come to con- 
sult him. 

The constitutional appearance of 
the patient, as he stands in the 
doorway, is almost enough to tell 
the dentist whether the treatment 
to be planned for the oral condi- 
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tion promises to be uneventful or 
extremely difficult, or whether the 
prognosis will be favorable or un- 
favorable. The patient who is con- 
stitutionally adequate will prob- 
ably present no unusual problem 
in management, but the obviously 
ill, fatigued, depressed or under- 
nourished person immediately sug- 
gests the question of how serious 
the mouth neglect is, how much 
time should be devoted for each 
appointment, what progress is to 
be expected, and what effect wear 
and tear will have on the patient— 
and on the dentist. 

Let it not be implied that a 
quick and meticulous observation 
of the patient as he appears in the 
doorway of the office is intended 
to help the dentist select only the 
best patients and make his chair 
more efficient and productive. By 
no means! Dentistry is a dedicated 
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profession concerned with health 
service. An evaluation of the pa- 
tient’s health status is necessary to 
achieve a better understanding of 
the correlation with the oral con- 
dition, although the mouth has not 
yet been examined. 

Without entering into academic 
dissertations on somatotypes and 
psychosomatics, it may be stated 
that the physical integration of a 
person is generally related to his 
temperament, character, personal- 
ity and behavior patterns. The pre- 
dominantly endomorphic person, 
the roly-poly type, is usually inter- 
ested in acquiring the comforts of 
life and is inclined to be an extro- 
vert. He has a tendency to be lax 
about his oral hygiene. He may 
neglect to give his dental restora- 
tions and prostheses adequate care 
and he is likely to overlook meet- 
ing his financial obligations to the 
dentist. The mesomorphic type, the 
chesty man of bone and muscle, is 
usually precise and dominating. 
He is meticulous about appoint- 
ments and detests the artificiality 
of a removable denture. The linear 
type of person is generally ecto- 
morphic and introverted. He suf- 
fers silently, but his tensions are 
often manifested as vague oral 
pains or temporomandibular joint 
disturbances. But human _ beings 
are not always predictable, and the 
dentist must not make hasty con- 
clusions as he observes the physi- 
cal proportions of the patient in 
the doorway. 

Not only do the shape, size, and 
contour of the face give the dentist 
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an impression of where the ab- 
normality or pathology exists, but 
the facies, the expression reflected 
in the face, indicates the character 
of the symptoms associated with 
the condition or the attitude of the 
patient toward his problem or 
toward the dentist and dentistry. 
A swollen cheek and a partly closed 
eye suggest the possibility of an 
alveolo-dental abscess of a maxil- 
lary tooth. The adenoid facies with 
a narrow nasal bridge, open mouth, 
and dull-looking countenance pre- 
supposes a Class II, division I 
(Angle) malocclusion associated 
with mouth breathing, flaccid fa- 
cial muscles and an atonic tongue 
lying limp in the floor of the 
mouth. A facial paralysis is almost 
a positive indication that there 
will be difficulty during operative

and prosthetic procedures with the 
muscles involved in mastication, 
deglutition, and speech. A painful 
expression reflects the patient’s ac- 
tual suffering or a low pain thresh- 
old. “For there was never yet a 
philosopher who could endure the 
toothache patiently.” The antagon- 
istic child who regards the dentist 
as a sadist can scarcely mask his 
frame of mind. 


Patient's Walk a Clue 

As the patient walks to the chair, 
his gait may be a clue to a diag- 
nosis of the oral symptoms and 
signs. The well-known swing of 
one side of the body in hemiplegia 
following a cerebral thrombosis 
should tell the dentist that the para- 
lyzed arm cannot hold x-ray films 





in the mouth, neither can it give 
removable dentures the proper 
care they need. The shuffling gait 
of Parkinson’s disease is usually 
accompanied by the typical mask- 
like face and “pill-rolling” fingers. 
The patient may not be able to 
cooperate in manipulating his man- 
dible and facial muscles, and his 
trembling hands may lead to acci- 
dents with his dentures and inabil- 
ity to keep his mouth clean. The 
patient who has recovered from 
bulbar paralysis of poliomyelitis 
walks with a toe-drop. If the dis- 
ease occurred in early life, it is 
possible that a mouth examination 
will show evidence of narrow 
arches and malocclusion with at- 
tendant dental caries and gingi- 
vitis. The facial muscles and tongue 
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may show definite signs of weak- 
ness. The slapping feet of tabes 
dorsalis usually herald the en- 
trance of a person with a luetic 
history. The patient is frequently 
garrulous, difficult to manage and 
forever complaining of vague 
neural pains and paresthesia. In 
the mouth there may be dead pulps 
in the teeth, lesions in the soft 
tissues, and porosis or perforation 
of the jaw bone. 

A glance should be sufficient to 
note the hands and fingers, ankles 
and feet. Edematous hands and 
ankles are usually associated with 
diseases of the cardiovascular and 
urinary system. It is not within the 
domain of the dentist to make the 
diagnosis, but if the patient’s ap- 
pearance gives him the impression 
of a congestive heart condition, he 
is not likely to become confused 
when he finds that the mucosal 
surfaces of the mouth are cyanotic 
and that the ventral surface of 
the tongue shows a venous con- 
gestion. 

If in taking a history later, it 
should be learned that the patient 
is a nephritic, it is of utmost im- 
portance to remove all oral foci 
of infection despite the efforts of 
many investigators to nullify the 
theory of focal infection. There 
are many dentists who maintain 
that root canal treatment is con- 
traindicated in patients with a his- 
tory of kidney disease. The yellow 
stained fingers of the inveterate 
smoker should lead to the suspic- 
ion that a whitish lesion in the 
mouth may be an early or frank 
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squamous cell carcinoma. The le- 
sion must be watched with “studied 
negligence.’ Oral and dental in- 
fections are regarded by many 
authorities as a possible cause of 
rheumatoid arthritis, one of the 
signs of which is the spindle- 
shaped fingers, wide at the base 
and tapered toward the tip. 


Grooming Reveals Habits 

The patient’s grooming may 
very well be determined by his 
economic status, but in many cases 
it may be associated with shiftless- 
ness, negligence, and poor personal 
habits. If the latter is the case, the 
dentist is fairly safe in assuming 
that the patient will treat his mouth 
in a like manner, and the success 
of any efficient and beautiful oral 
rehabilitation will be doomed to 
failure. It often happens that such 
a person is a member of a fine fam- 
ily in the dentist’s practice. There 
may be a temptation to dismiss the 
patient summarily, but some influ- 
ential person in that family who 
regards the patient with a more 
sympathetic eye than the dentist, 
may become highly offended and in- 
fluence the whole family to seek 
dental services elsewhere. It would 
be more tactful for the dentist to 
discuss the matter with someone in 
the family who is capable of view- 
ing the situation objectively and 
let him work the problem out to 
everyone's satisfaction. 

The patient’s response to the 
dentist’s greeting and the tone and 
pitch of his voice should give some 
insight into his psychologic make- 
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up. It may uncover arrogance, ag- 
gressiveness, timidity, insecurity or 
mere bashfulness—all important 
items in patient management. Stut- 
tering is frequently associated with 
a tendency to gag during oral ro- 
entgenography and taking impres- 
sions. A high-pitched voice and 
rapid speech may identify a neu- 
rotic person. A speech difficulty 
may be caused by an oral defect, a 
lesion, a glossitis, or a general sto- 
matitis. 

Obviously there are many more 
observations to be made when the 
patient enters the doorway of the 
ofice. Eventually the dentist will 
learn to make a special note of 
those which have implications in 
dentistry. When the patient is 
seated in the chair and can be seen 
at closer range, there are innumer- 
able additional somatic signs 
worthy of attention and which also 
have a bearing on the diagnosis, 
treatment and prognosis of the oral 
condition to be examined later. 

Photophobia, an intolerance of 
ordinary light, may indicate a nu- 
tritional deficiency of the vitamin 
B complex type, which may also be 
manifested in a burning sensation 
of the tongue, a symptom which 
has driven patients from one office 
to another, medical and dental, 
without securing any relief. The 
Argyll Robertson pupil, the miotic 
eye, which responds to accommo- 
dation but not to light, is found in 
tabes dorsalis. The congenital sy- 
philitic may have difficulty in hear- 
ing and the bridge of the nose may 
have a “dished in” appearance. 
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The sparse hair of the myxede- 
matous (severely hypothyroid) pa- 
tient is frequently accompanied by 
“softness” of teeth which fail to 
hold restorations and by a high in- 
cidence of caries despite a low in- 
take of fermentable carbohydrates. 
Moniliasis, a fungus infection, is 
often found in the mouths of peo- 
ple who have an infestation of 
ringworm, tinea and dandruff in 
the hair and scalp; they frequently 
suffer from “athlete’s foot,” too. 

Unfortunately, while the patient 
makes his entrance, the busy den- 
tist is too frequently occupied at 
the second chair or is catching up 
with his technical procedures in 
the laboratory. Others take advan- 
tage of the pause by refreshing 
themselves with a “long drag” on 
a cigarette in a secluded corner. 
When the dentist reenters the oper- 
atory, the assistant usually has the 
patient pretty well hidden under a 
towel or plastic apron and some 
extremely important clues to diag- 
nosis have been covered up. Ad- 
mittedly, to understand the correla- 
tions between oral and _ general 
somatic signs involves a great deal 
of study. A dentist interested in 
giving his patient a health service 
must first learn that an oral prob- 
lem can often be solved much 
better by getting away from the 
mouth and taking a good look at 
the patient who has the problem 
before he begins worrying about 
the problem itself.

The Dade County 
Dental Research 


Clinic

The story of a successful Flor- 


ida clinic as told by its founder.

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THE SAME urgent needs that 
brought about the establishment 
eight years ago of the now success- 
ful Dade County Dental Research 
Clinic at Miami, Florida, are to- 
day calling for similar clinics in 
other parts of the Nation. 

The absence of postgraduate 
dental education and training in 
new developments in the profes- 
sion, and the lack of adequate den- 
tal care for the indigent, are press- 
ing problems everywhere. We feel, 
therefore, that it would be of tre- 
mendous benefit both to dentistry 
and to the people of the United 
States if we shared the fruits of 
our experience in setting up a 
clinic to fill these needs. 

Far more money will probably 
be required now than when the 
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Dade County Research Clinic was 
established in 1947. At that time 
we were able to purchase surplus 
Army dental units, chairs, and 
equipment at a low cost. These 
were used as “starter” equipment, 
and have since been replaced with 
the most modern items available. 
This initial saving was substantial, 
and made the entire venture possi- 
ble. However, a cash allocation for 
the same purpose certainly could 
be encouraged in other areas that 
are in the same desperate dental 
need as Dade County was eight 
years ago. Perhaps these other 
areas could benefit too from the 
same factors which helped make 
our local clinic so successful—the 
determination of a progressive 
group of dentists, cooperation of 
the local school board and county 
government, and a recognized need 
for dental care for the indigent. 
Once the financial arrangements 
have been made for acquiring the 
necessary “tools of the trade,” most 
dentists are only too willing to pro- 
vide their time and experience. In 
our case, in the beginning sixty 
Miami dentists, all members of the 
Florida East Coast Dental Society, 
combined to support the founding 
of the clinic. They were all anxious 
to do more for good dentistry, and 
at the same time help the indigent. 
It was decided to include the train- 
ing of dental assistants in the plan, 
thus the logical location for the 
clinic was in Dade County’s Voca- 
tional High School, where trainees 
could be drawn from the student 
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body. The School Board heartily 
endorsed the entire program, and 
not only offered space, but also 
renovated quarters for the clinic. 
Nine dental units, two x-ray ma- 
chines, a large laboratory, and a 
reception room are contained in 
the clinic itself. 

The Dade County Commission 
and the Dade County School Board 
have assumed the financial and 
educational responsibilities of the 
clinic. The County Commission, 
which originally allocated $1,000 
a month for supplies, laboratory 
fees, and so on, now has increased 
this to $2,375 monthly. The School 
Board retains a graduate dentist 
as a full-time instructor for the 
assistants and as the clinic direc- 
tor. There also is a clinic super- 
visor. 

The services of the dentists them- 
selves are divided into groups: 
amalgam and porcelain restora- 
tion; fixed and removable bridges: 
gold inlays; periodontics; pedo- 
dontics; endodontics; oral surgery; 
x-ray and diagnosis. There is also 
a group for dental hygienists, and 
a cleft-palate clinic, and an exami- 
nation center for cancer of the 
mouth. 

Dentists in each group attend 
the clinic one full day a month for 
one school year; at the end of 
that time they rotate to another 
group (except in orthodontics 
where there is no rotation), and 
so on through the year until each 
one has worked in every classifica- 
tion. Here the dentist can conveni- 
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ently take postgraduate training in 
all phases of dentistry year after 
year. The postgraduate courses of- 
fered by our dental schools are not 
within the financial reach of many 
practicing dentists if they must 
close their offices and assume ex- 
penses of training in addition to 
their overhead. However, a local 
research clinic, within easy reach 
of home or office, provides the 
proper place for postgraduate 
study, as well as insuring indigent 
patients in that locality the bene- 
fits of dental care. 

Dental assistants for the project 
are trained during a_ three-year 
course. The first two years cover 
not only regular required high 
school subjects, but also necessary 
dental information on theory and 
office routine, including typing and 
bookkeeping. Basic instruction in 
general health, histology, elements 
of dental anatomy, prosthetics, 
sterilization, and x-ray develop- 
ment, are also included. The final 
year is spent in the clinic where 
students receive practical training. 
From March to June during the 
last term they are sent part time to 
the private offices of the member- 
dentists for internships and for 
experience as well as training. 

Three benefits result from the 
foundation of this clinic that could 
be achieved by any community. 
First, practical postgraduate train- 
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ing is available for participating 
dentists; second, the indigent pa- 
tients are cared for and the County 
allocates money for the expenses 
of operation therefor; and third. 
a profession is taught to students, 
and dentists and patients will gain 
from their services. 

It may interest you to know that 
our clinic is in its ninth successful 
year and that we have taken care 
of more than 10,000 patients, who 
have been treated for 25,000 dif- 
ferent conditions. Our yearly treat- 
ments average 200 upper and lower 
dentures, 1500 extractions, 1500 
amalgam restorations, and prob- 
ably 150 removable bridges. 

The J. M. Ney Company under- 
wrote the expense of a color and 
sound film about the clinic, which 
tells the story of its operation and 
will be placed in the American 
Dental Association Film Library 
so that other dentists seeing. this 
film will be encouraged to start a 
similar clinic in their own cities. 
We believe that clinics of this type, 
carefully spaced across the Nation, 
could have a strong impact for 
good on public health and the 
Dade County Dental Research 
Clinic is anxious to help others 
who wish to bring about this happy 
result.

special account to be used later 
for investment purposes. 

I decided I had nothing to lose 
and a chance for gain, so I would 
try it. The results, as will be shown 
later in this article, attest to my 
success so far. 

I should tell you at this point 
that I have an office in a small 
country town, with a population 
under 2000, am 60 years of age, 
and have been in practice about 
thirty-eight years. I have lived 
through drought, depression, and 
also some prosperous years such 
as most of us have experienced 
lately. My family consists of my 
wife and one son who is married. 
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A great deal of credit goes to my 
wife, who has helped me at all 
times on this financial program. 

Of course, at the outset we had 
to deny ourselves some things we 
wanted, but through it all we have 
lived well, done some traveling, 
and done what most ordinary folks 
in our financial circumstances do. 

My practice has never been 
large. My gross income has been 
from $4000 a year in hard times 
to $15,000 a year in good times. 

My total gross income in thirty- 
eight years has been about 
$250,000. My net income about 
$165,000. 

From this net income we have 
been able to accumulate property 
valued at $100,000. The property 
consists of a modern home, office, 
stocks and bonds. There are still 
five years to go on my program, so, 
if I live that long, my total prop- 
erty should exceed $100,000. 

When business was good we 
saved all we could and purchased 
United States Savings Bonds Series 
E and some postal savings. In the 
year 1949 [| sought out an invest- 
ment counsellor in a distant city 
and outlined what I wanted to do. 
That same year I sold $15,000 in 
United States bonds and made my 
first investments in common stock. 
The amount of money realized 
from the sale of bonds purchased 
$12,500 in securities. 

My investment counsellor would 
not let me convert more bonds into 
stock at this time because he said 
[ needed an emergency fund. In 
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case of sickness or other emer- 
gency, if I needed funds quickly 
I could convert bonds into cash. 
He also made me promise to pur- 
chase one E Bond in the amount 
of $100 (cost $75) each month. 
At maturity this bond would be 
worth $100. The reason for this 
will be explained later on in this 
article. 

Utilizing the dividends from my 
first stock investments reinvested 
each quarter of the year, plus 
money from my practice, also plus 
money from sale of other U.S. 
Savings bonds I owned, the follow- 
ing investment program has been 
set up:

CHILDHOOD’S TEARS 


Too OFTEN the dentist backs away from the harmless torrents of a 
child’s tears. It would be an unusual youngster who did not take refuge 
in a few sobs if he found they would help him avoid something un- 
pleasant. From their first breath, children use crying as a method of 
communication, Crying is the alarm that tells us about hunger, pain, 
frustration. It is little more than a signal. It should be regarded as just 
that. Many children use their tears as weapons to get exactly what they 
want, or to refuse something they do not want. With these children, 
the signal is not a true one. 

In the dental office, if real pain is present, the tears should be 
noticed, the patient should be reassured, and every method should be 
used to diminish the pain. The signal must be interpreted correctly. 
When the dentist is sure he is not inflicting pain or great discomfort 
on his patient, he should disregard the crying completely. If he is 
considerate, if he is careful, and if he is quick, the crying will soon 
stop. On the next visit, it may not even start. If, however, the howls are 
greeted with “You can’t do that in my office! You just march right 
home!” then Junior has won the first skirmish. He will be assured his 
weapon is invincible. 

Never let the crying child defeat you. If you have been kind, if you 
have alleviated pain, if you have done a good job restoring his teeth, 
that child’s tears will disappear as quickly as they appeared. He will

behavior not only puts the patient 
in a predicament but may be the 
cause of an intelligent patient tak- 
ing offense. After all, smearing the 
dentist he had trusted for so many 
years casts a reflection on the pa- 
tient’s own sound judgment. Con-

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fidence may be destroyed; a desir- 
able patient lost. 

If the patient is of the gossipy, 
vindictive type, a woman who ex- 
aggerates, she may take the story, 
add a few inventions of her own, 
salt and pepper the whole, and 
raise a scandal in her former den- 
tist’s office. He may retaliate in 
kind and the chances are bright 
for a hungry ambulance chaser to 
concoct a malpractice suit for twen- 
ty thousand dollars. Insurance 
people attribute most such suits to 
the vile blabberings of a fellow 
dentist. 

The mental processes of the man 
who is quick to defame do not yield 
to simple analysis but there seems 
no doubt the beginnings are rooted 
in a chronic psychosis. Sometime 
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This behavior, just as boast- 
ing, denotes a disappointed or 
insecure person who may 
merit the distrust of his pa- 


tients. 


in his past life the fellow had been 
subjected to undue punishment 
leaving physical or mental scars, 
or botn, that became unavoidably 
part of the person’s make-up, in- 
curable because unknown to the 
sufferer. He may be classed with 
the man who wears a chip on his 
shoulder, the cynio, the scoffer, 
the snob. 

The dentist who is not doing well 
amidst a host of others who are, 
will, in time, develop a super-ego 
as a protective covering. He may 
be unsystematic in his procedures, 
overly slow and deliberate, or lack- 
ing in elementary business sense. 
His super-ego will take to rational- 
izing and turn his shortcomings in- 
to virtues. 

“I am not making as much 
money as the rest because I am a 
better man than any of them,” he 
says to himself, and in time he 
comes to believe it! “Patients do 
not appreciate good service; they 
are attracted by externals. They 
accept inferior work because they 
do not know any better.” 

Once on this track of false rea- 
soning, he finds comfort in the 
company of the martyr. With him 
he finds satisfaction in telling off 
everybody. 
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Knocking and boasting go to- 
gether. The former when performed 
before patients, gives one indirect- 
ly a lift, a sense of superiority. 
Boasting before friends directly 
places one on a pedestal, indirectly 
reducing others to midget size. 
Perhaps it would do a knocker or a 
boaster good to know what his lis- 
teners think of him—the patient 
who had left him or looks forward 
to the day, or his dentist-friend 
who has seen the dentistry in his 
patient’s mouth. 

It is, of course, true that there 
is no short cut to good service, but 
lack of system and undue slowness 
are not necessarily the adjuncts of 
the precision worker. I have seen 
fine dentistry from the hands of the 
comparatively rapid operator, as 
well as a poor product sweated 
over and done in twice the time by 
the conscientious dentist. One will 
take an impression over and over 
again to satisfy his critical eye, 
while another will hit it right on 
the nose in one shot. 

And that delinquent child of den- 
tistry’s despair—the root canal 
filling! Is there a man who can 
honestly say that he could look 
most of his x-ray films straight in 
the face? A little bit of modesty, 
please! Recent history has taught 
us what the consequences might be 
when one man sets himself up as 
judge and jury over the lives of his 
fellow men, 

An example of this is the man of 
frustrations who would rather play 
God than love his fellow man; who 


for years had been climbing the 
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ivory wall of the intelligentsia, but 
had been dropped before reaching 
the top. 

Graduating from college as top 
man of his class, he joined the col- 
lege staff as an instructor. Years 
later he became an assistant pro- 
fessor, say in oral surgery. When 
his life’s ambition—full-fledged 
professorship—was close at hand, 
petty faculty politics caused him 
to be ignored. Another opening, 
another disappointment, until he 
quit in disgust and went into pri- 
vate practice as an oral surgeon— 
a well-advised move. 

He mailed out announcements to 
the many hundreds of undergradu- 
ates who had sat at his feet and 
drunk of his wisdom, most of them 
now successful practitioners. But 
to his great distress, patronage was 
embittered, 
middle-aged man, broken in spirit, 
he went into general practice. But

ture platform stood between him, 
the patients, and the cold dollar 
and cents realities of a bread and 
butter office. The patient’s mouth 
was transformed into an open text- 
book; its contents into examination 
papers, with himself as the peda- 
gogical critic and lecturer. Pity 
the dentist whose patient strays in- 
to this eminence’s chair. The pro- 
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scoff and sneer and 
blame everybody for his failure ex- 
cept himself.

Boasting Can Antagonize 
Somewhat difficult to digest is 
the knocker-boaster’s glee over his 
freedom from worry over new busi- 
ness, for his old patients amply 
support him, most of them having 
been with him since he started in 
practice years ago. Since it is gen- 
erally thought that good dentistry 
lasts, and since a listener knows 
that the fellow never had a big 
practice, he wonders what prompts 
these excellent patients to keep 
their dentist in clover. An aggra- 
vated neighbor dentist might per- 
haps put ideas into their heads. 
Dentistry in its young life has 
had many shackles removed from 
its feet on the march of progress. 
However, there are still some that 
cry out for attention—the knocker- 
boaster nuisance is one of them. 
This should be shaken off not only 
as unethical but as economically 
unsound.

DO YOU HAVE YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY CARD? 


Every self-employed dentist must have a Social Security card. Earnings 
for taxable years ending after 1955 count toward Old-Age, Survivors, 


and Disability Insurance for the dentist and his family. Get your account 
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number now at your nearest district office of the Social Security Admin- 
istration, or you may obtain the application form at your local post office. 

The tax for the year 1956 is due on April 15, 1957, to be paid with 
your income tax and amounts to 3 per cent of the first $4,200 of your 
net earnings. The self-employment tax will be increased to 3%4 per cent 
in 1957. 

There are about 600 offices and contact points of the Social Security 
Administration throughout the United States and its possessions where 
you may apply for a Social Security number. If there is no district 
ofice in your community, check with your local post office. The 
postmaster will have the necessary application form, which you can 
complete and mail to the nearest district office. Your local post office 
can also advise you when the Social Security representative will visit 
your town. Contact points are held in smaller communities at regular 
intervals for greater service to your locality, and are usually publicized 
by radio and press. 


OBSTACLES IN HUMAN RELATIONS 


VIRTUALLY every problem in human relations stems from a difference in 
perception--two or more people viewing the same situation in different 
ways. 

Each person’s perceptions tend to be distorted by the values which 
he brings to a situation. These values stem from his previous experiences 
(his expectations of how people behave), his sentiments (the loyalties, 
prejudices, likes, and dislikes he has built up over a long period of 
time), his attitudes about himself (what kind of person he is, or imagines 
himself, or would like to be), the obligations he feels toward others 
(what he thinks others expect of him), his ideals (the ways he thinks 
people should behave and how things ought to be), his objectives and 
goals (what he is trying to achieve in a given situation), and so on.— 
Ropert L. Katz, Harvard Business Review.

I HAVE been asked on numerous 
occasions by dentists, because | 
do more writing than the average 
practitioner, how one goes about 
writing an article, especially for 
a dental journal. 

Before I give an answer to this 
question I might point out that 
entire volumes or, for that matter, 
entire libraries, have been devoted 
to this subject. My answer, then, 
of necessity, will be in summary 
form—short and _ personal. 

In order to write, one must 
have either a flair for writing or 
an intense desire to write. If one 
has the flair and expends an aver- 
age amount of effort one should 
turn out an acceptable result. 

If one does not have the flair, 
but has the desire, one should en- 
roll in a night school or private 
course in journalism or creative 
writing. Having acquired some of

the fundamental technique, with 
much application and effort one 
should be able to turn out some- 
thing presentable. 

In addition to knowing how to 
write (putting words together in 
a pleasing manner and putting 
ideas together in an orderly fash- 
ion), one must be able to recog- 
nize a good story: something that 
will interest a potential audience, 
but, more important, something 
that will impress editors. The abil- 
ity to recognize a good story is in- 
born in some, and can be taught 
to others. 

Writing for the dental press falls 
roughly into two categories: tech- 
nical and feature. These classifica- 
tions, like all others, are flexible 
and subject to modification. Some 
types of articles might be con- 
sidered as both. 

Technical (or scientific) articles 
are those dealing with original re- 
search. with summaries, applica- 
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If you have the desire to write, 
and something worth writing 


about, go ahead! 


tions and evaluations of research, 
with new techniques, with sum- 
maries or re-statements of new or 
established practices. 

Feature articles are those deal- 
ing with personalities, with organi- 
zations, with the economic and 
management end of dentistry, with 
the effect of dentistry on the rest 
of the community (and vice 
versa), or with humor in dentistry. 

Technical articles usually follow 
a strict and traditional form. Some 
schools and editors demand that 
this style be followed to the letter. 
Doctor Walter C. Alvarez, editor 
of Modern Medicine, disagrees, 
and so do I. 


Emphasize Content 

Whereas an article must be 
readable and well organized, in 
the final analysis content is more 
important than form. According 
to Doctor Alvarez.' “As an editor 
I often wish that writers would 
jump right into their subject and 
leave out their long preamble. 
Many times I have written a man 
to tell him I would take his paper 
if he would let me begin ‘half-way 
down on page 4.” 

Doctor Alvarez feels that vir- 
tually anything in medicine (and

Shouldn't Do, Mississippi Valley M. J. 
(January) 1953. 
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that goes for dentistry) can be 
written “using such simple Anglo- 
Saxon words that the average in- 
telligent layman can understand 
what I am saying. Some few physi- 
cians and editors have told me 
that this is not dignified or ethical 

. But I think most professional 
men are grateful for easily under- 
standable writing.” 

In concluding, Doctor Alvarez 
recommends that the writer (in 
medicine or dentistry) try to omit 
a long survey of the literature; 
shorten case reports; inject human 
interest and humor; rewrite, re- 
arrange, edit; and, finally, try it 
out on his wife or some other no- 
professional person. 

Feature articles are written by 
people with a curiosity. One must 
like people, places, and things. 
One must interview the principals 
of an article, do research, visit 
libraries, and acquaint oneself with 
the subject. In the course of such 
effort one broadens his outlook 
and knowledge, and makes friends. 


Hobby Brings Rewards 

As a result of my writings I 
have been invited to banquets, to 
boat races, to flower shows, to 
racetracks, and as far as Pennsyl- 
vania. I have received letters from 
all parts of the world, from former 
classmates and old Army buddies. 
I have been given advice and had 
my advice sought. I have made 
friends. 

One type of feature writing that 
has been neglected is humor. Den- 
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tists tend to take themselves too 
seriously and this is reflected in 
the journals. Dentistry without 
humorous relief can become a 
fearful grind. 

Finally dentists who wish to 
write should look upon it as a 
hobby and little else. Dentistry is 
an easier way to make a living 
and the great American novel is a 
million-to-one shot. When the lat- 
ter is distributed by the Book-of- 
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the-Month Club, serialized in the 
press, bought by a motion picture 
studio, condensed for television, 
and illustrated on the T-shirts of 
10-year-old boys, then one makes 
money. Dentistry has never served 
as the main subject of a novel, 
play, or movie; only as a_ back- 
drop. Perhaps this is your chance.

BOOKKEEPING IDEAS FOR DENTAL OFFICES 


THE FOLLOWING are some practical conclusions and time-saving ideas 
for bookkeeping in dental offices: 

1. Do it now. Do not let unfinished records accumulate. Mark the 
service rendered with the charges immediately after the appointment. 

2. The daily summary should be completed by the following day. 
The receipts should balance with the bank deposit for each day. 

3. Do not keep records that will be of no value at the end of the 
month or year. 

4. Accurate and complete records give you a thorough survey of 
the year’s office operation. They enable you to point to the departments 
that need improving; for instance, number of new patients, overhead 
expenses, recall systems, personnel, or your fees. 

o. Many men think it is an advantage to combine the appointment 
list and the daily summary as one record. 

6. The double-entry system is a good check for accuracy of records 
and bank deposits. If a progressive monthly total is kept it should 
balance with your monthly bank statements. Some men like this because 
at the end of the eleventh month they can decide what is the best 
plan, for tax reasons, to pursue for the twelfth month. 

7. Men who do contract fees feel that it keeps their bookkeeping 
simple for each billing. Orthodontists use this to advantage.—Don M. 
BALL, Ohio Academy of Dental Practice Administration, Cincinnati,

‘How It Feels 
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— fo Be Sober 


Strange perhaps, but I do not 
consider social drinking a sin. It 
becomes a sin only when it devel- 
ops into uncontrolled drinking and 
in any way affects one’s life. 

A dentist friend | 
through sobriety, tells me_ his 
drinking became such a problem 
that he lost a lucrative practice 
and in his attempt at a comeback 
with “social” drinking, lost a Skid 
Row practice. Even his drinking 
pals deserted him and he finally 
became a citizen in fact of Skid 
Row. 

From our sister profession, med- 
icine, comes another worthwhile 
friend. He never drank or smoked 
during his self-supporting college 
days. Going into practice during 
Prohibition days, he took up social 
drinking and moved from one lo- 
cation to another with the same 
old drinking habit following him. 
After two months on Skid Row he 
afhliated with Alcoholics Anony- 


have met 
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After 800 days of sobriety this

mous and has enjoyed sobriety for 
over eight years. Sure, he has the 
happiest practice of his career. His 
greatest difficulty is keeping the 
“town drunks” out of his hair. 
These chaps are different from the 
truly alcoholic or alcoholic prob- 
lem drinker. 

Have you ever met the chap who 
drinks too much because he wants 
to get rid of his wife’s liquor so 
she won’t become alcoholic? A 
man I know gave me that explan- 
ation of his “social” drinking and 
in less than twenty-four hours, he 
and his wife were “enjoying” a 
binge. “Out of town for the day” 
was the sign on the office door. 
Not good for business, is it? 

I have seen this pattern of social 
drinking in reverse: the wife be- 
comes the “office manager” to keep 
her husband on the job. Soon they 
separate for a few days; he on a 
fishing trip and she seeking a law- 
yer or friend for advice. Such 
people do not need legal advice but 
they could be honest with them- 
selves and face up to the alcoholic 
problem both are “enjoying.” It is 
only a matter of time, if this pat- 
tern of living continues, when 
there will be no patients to carry 
on a practice. 

At conventions we see many po- 
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tential alcoholics or problem drink- 
ers. | was one of this type, first 
just a problem drinker who de- 
veloped into a true alcoholic. Oh, 
for sure, this took years of practice 
drinking, but it is surprising how 
proficient one can become with 
this technique in a few years. 

Not too long ago, at one of 
these meetings, a former drinking 
pal was telling me “how little he 
was now drinking.” For almost a 
certainty, when one stops bragging 
about how much he can “hold” 
and tells you how “little” he is 
drinking, he is a problem drinker 
and not far from the border line 
of alcoholism. From a few months 
to a few years of this type of drink- 
ing and we have another alcoholic. 
There is no certain time limit; 
neither can we be sure when we 
have crossed the border line, un- 
less we wish to be honest with 
ourselves and admit we have a 
drinking problem. Most of us do 
not care to make this admission, so 
we go on until we arrive at a point 
at which alcohol has us licked, 
whether we know it or not. Every- 
one else knows it, but do we? 

From a recent article comes this 
revealing observation: “The three 
greatest public health problems to- 
day are fat, alcohol, and traffic 
accidents.” Perhaps coincidental, 
but the three are closely related al- 
though the truly alcoholic person 
is less involved in traffic accidents 
than just the ordinary “drunk.” 

We in dentistry, for the most 
part, believe in prevention. We cor- 
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rect our diets if we are overweight 
or have diabetes. We advise our 
patients about unrefined sugars. 
But do we recognize the danger 
signs in our drinking habits? Some 
65 million drink alcohol in some 
form and most of them develop no 
problem whatever. It is a part of 
their life pattern, and I personally 
cannot be critical. Those of you 
who are, take a look in the mirror 
at the close of the day and ask 
yourself honestly how well you 
have lived up to the standard of 
living you prescribe for others. 

It is estimated that there are 
some 4 million problem drinkers 
and another 4 million alcoholics. 
There are many more, of course, 
who upon occasion might drink 
too much and become involved in 
peculiar situations. Drinking may 
never become a problem in their 
lives, and of course they will prob- 
ably never acquire the alcoholic 
disease. 


Balance Needed 

Obesity is related to alcoholism 
in that most of us take on fatty 
weight yet lack proper nutrition. 
If we suddenly stop our drinking 
we should be careful to adhere to 
proper nutrition. Let me give you 
two diverging examples.

On the other hand, I know an- 
other rehabilitating alcoholic who 
went to the extreme with the candy 
diet supplement and after a few 
years wound up a diabetic case. It 
seems more to the point that we 
rehabilitating accept 
competent medical advice during 
our dietary change-over and re- 
build our physical and mental 
with

mechanisms sensible, nutri- 
tious foods. 

Want to make an examination 
of your drinking habits? Here are 
just a few simple tests and, if any 
one of them applies to you, it 
might be wise to probe more thor- 
oughly if you would avoid con- 
tracting alcoholism. 

1. Does your drinking in any 
way interfere with your life, even 
in a small way? This should not 
be difficult for you to determine if 
you will be painfully honest. 

2. Perhaps you need a little eye 
opener in the morning before 
work, or a relaxer at the close of 
the day. To be sociable around 
your wife’s friends may seem to 
call for a bracer or two. No prob- 
lem about drinking in the office, 
of course, because you are just a 
social drinker and it must not in- 
terfere with your business. But 
does it interfere with your social 
life? Really not too much if you 
acquire the disease. It’s either a 
recovery program or six feet under 
the ground. Take your choice, of 
And you have the 


course, once 
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dv@€ase there is no possibility of 
an alcoholic returning to social 
drinking. 1 once honestly believed 
that a drink now and then either 
stimulated or relaxed me. On the 
contrary, it acted as a sedative, 
also a depressant. Finally sleep, 
which makes it an “anesthetic.” 
(Reference: Pharmacologists, phy- 
siologists, biochemists. ) 

3. Do you ever have “black-outs” 
and can’t just quite remember what 
happened at the party last night? 
Some experienced “Joes” may use 
this device to become a bit too 
familiar with the opposite sex. 
Others just don’t remember when 
a friend says, “Man, you certainly 
made a heel of yourself at the 
party last night.” 

Either experience is an early 
sign of trouble ahead. You may 
have had difficulty driving your 
car home or even have killed some- 
one in an accident. Some courts 
might accept the “black-out” alibi, 
but don't depend upon it if you 
wish to retain a dental practice with 
some measure of financial success. 

4. After one of those drinking 
“black-outs,” do you feel guilty 
and defensive for your lack of con- 
trol? Do you erect an elaborate 
system of “reasons” for drinking, 
partly to answer the family and 
associates, but mostly to reassure 
yourself? 

If the answer is yes, or even 
maybe, you are in the early phase 
of alcoholism. To be sure, you 
may get away with this sort of 
stuff for years, but in the late 
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stages of alcoholism the alibis sim- 
ply run out and you might as well 
surrender. Surrender to the bottle 
or to a recovery program, which- 
ever you so desire. You have 
reached the bottom of your self- 
dug pit. 


Watch Signposts 

I personally went through all 
these phases and many more, as 
has every recovering alcoholic. Al- 
coholics Anonymous is a fellowship 
of just such people, recognizing 
the “signposts” along the way and 
willing to help anyone with an 
alcoholic problem. Our friends 
come from Skid Row and Park 
Avenue and all stops in between. 

If you have any question about 
your drinking—be honest and look 
for the right answer. Perhaps you 
belong with us; perhaps you do 
not. But if you do, remember that 
if I can do it—you can do it too! 

Willingness, honesty and open- 
mindedness are the essentials of 
recovery—but these are indispens- 
able. 

The philosophy of AA is a 
sound one, whether you are an al- 
coholic or not. There is a little 
prayer, which we have adopted as 
our own, that can serve as a guide 
to everyone in this harried world. 
It goes like this, and should be re- 
peated frequently: 

“God, grant me the serenity to 
accept the things I cannot change, 
the courage to change the things I 
can, and the wisdom to know the 
difference.”

Remembers

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MOsT DENTISTS do not expect to die 
with their boots on. But one fa- 
mous dentist did, and the fact that 
he died in bed was such an unlikely 
occurrence that sixty-nine years 
later, when his _ long-forgotten 
grave was re-discovered and 
marked with a memorial, it was 
thought fitting that the fact be com- 
mented on. 

Right here we add hastily that 
it was not for his dentistry that 
“Doc” Holliday was known. He 
was, said his friend, Wyatt Earp, 
famous gunman and “peacemaker,” 
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the “most skillful gambler and the 
nerviest, speediest, deadliest man 
with a six-gun I ever saw.” Mr. 
Earp had seen many; he should 
have known. 

Holliday saved Earp’s life in 
Dodge City, Kansas, when he stood 
off ten or twenty drunken, howling 
Texans. He missed death nine 
times during the Earp-Clanton 
feud, when he carried a gun for 
the three Earp boys. Four times 
he avoided the hangman by a hair's 
breadth; five times he evaded am- 
bush or came out on top in an as- 
sault. How many men he killed, 
no one knows. He never provoked 
a fight; he did not like to quarrel. 
But in a pinch he killed quickly— 
and lived to die in bed! 

He was John Henry Holliday, 
born ir Valdosta, Georgia, in 1852. 
He graduated from the Baltimore 
Dental School in 1872. Shortly 
thereafter he moved West. 
say it was because he had killed 
his first man; some say it was hop- 
ing for a cure for the tuberculosis 
which finally killed him. 

At any rate, before long he was 
dealing cards in gambling joints 
in mining boom towns over the 
West. He drifted from town to 
town. Dodge City, Abilene, Tomb- 
stone, Cripple Creek, Crested Butte, 
Cheyenne, Denver—and finally, 
looking for a cure for tuberculosis, 
he went to Glenwood Springs, Col- 
orado, not to deal cards but to 
“take the waters” at the mineral 
springs there. And he died there, 
quietly, in bed. 


Some 
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He had never married, although 
he had had a long and tempestuous 
affair with one Big Nose Katie 
Elder of the mining camps. In one 
of the most famous gun battles of 
the West, the battle of the OK Cor- 
ral in Tombstone, he stood with the 
three Earp brothers and shot it out 
with six armed outlaws. 

Recently the citizens of Glen- 
wood Springs discovered his grave 
in their old cemetery, atop a hill 
which overlooks a green and peace- 
ful valley. On Memorial Day they 
erected a monument to the gambler 
and gunman, the man who had the 
steadiest hand in the West although 
he was said to drink two or three 
quarts of whisky a day. 

On the granite face is, at the 
center top, a picture of the dark- 
haired, black-mustachioed gentle- 
man from Georgia, looking much 
like a dentist of his day. Beneath, 
the inscription reads: “Doc Holli- 
day—1852-1887—He Died in Bed.” 

Flanking the inscription, on one 
upper corner are crossed six-guns, 
and, opposite, the famous “dead 
man’s hand” of poker which Wild 
Bill Hickock is said to have held 
when he was shot in the back in 
Deadwood City, South Dakota. On 
the back of the tombstone is the in- 
scription: “John Henry Holliday, 
DDS. Born Valdosta, Georgia, in 
1852. Graduate of Baltimore Den- 





tal School in 1872, at the age of 
20. One of the great gamblers and 
the speediest man with a six-gun 
in the West. He lost his biggest bet 
when he died November 8, 1887, in

TECHNIQUE of the Month

Constructing Upper Impression Tray 


Using Patient's Denture as Pattern 


BY JOSEPH J. BECKNER, DDS 
Drawings by Dorothy Sterling 
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Fill denture with alginate 
to a depth of at least i”, 
Imbed a loop of wire (or 
use discarded cotton pliers 
as illustrated) to reinforce 
the alginate. 


Soften a sheet of baseplate 
wax until extremely malle- 
able. Mold it carefully over 
the alginate impression. 
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May... 
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Make a thin mix of self- 
curing acrylic. Just before 
it reaches the doughy stage 
and while it is still a bit 


sticky, roll or press it into 
a flat sheet about the size 
of the tray. 








Contour the acrylic sheet 
down over the wax form 
(which is still reinforced 
by the plaster). When 
acrylic reaches highest heat 
in self-curing, remove the 


wax form. Tray will be 
larger than original den- 


ture by just the thickness 
of the wax. 
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When wax has cooled, re- 
move the alginate from the 
wax and fill the wax form 
with plaster of paris.

DO DENTISTS OFFER BENEFITS TO EMPLOYEES? 


In A survey of benefits provided by a dentist to his employees, the pro- 
fession is quite weak. Fifty per cent of the returns show that no provi- 
sion is made for sick leave, bonus, or insurance of any type. Twenty 
per cent provide a sick leave, which varies from a definite one day 
per month to indefinite sickness provision with full payment of salary. 
Most men felt that a maximum of one month’s sickness with continued 
pay was justifiable. The remaining dentists had plans of their own de- 
rivation that worked best for their particular situations. Some offices are 
required by the state to provide Workmen’s Compensation and Em- 
ployee’s Liability Insurance. A few offices provided health and accident 
insurance for employees secured from the State Dental Society. Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield can be provided in full or part by the dentist.—

PATIENT CONFIDENCE—YOUR BEST ASSET 


EVERY FEW years somebody appears on the dental scene to offer a 
sure-fire course on salesmanship that will settle all the economic woes 
of the dentist. These courses are offered at a fee and some are well 
organized and presented. Some of the teachers are dentists. More often 
they are people from the business world. 

It is a fair question to ask: Is the presentation of dental services 
something that can be done most effectively by using the principles of 
salesmanship? There is a significant sentiment among dentists that the 
techniques of mercantile selling are not applicable to the presentation 
of professional services. There is another sentiment that favors the use 
of selling methods in presenting dental care. Every dentist has strong 
feeling one way or the other on this subject. 

There is no gainsaying that the dentist is engaged in the area of 
human relations and that methods of communication must be used 
between him and his patient. People are coming to the dentist for a 
service that they do not enjoy and are entitled to be told the implications 
of dental disease and to receive information regarding methods of 
treatment. The explanation of the conditions and the treatment may 
be called “patient education,” or it may be considered to be a form of 
salesmanship. The first term, “patient education,” is somewhat more

dignified; the other, “salesmanship,” is more commercial. The intent 
of both, however, is the same: to stimulate the patient to a form of 
action wherein he accepts the diagnosis and treatment plan. 


Even the most sophisticated and scholarly business publications carry

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articles on salesmanship. The Harvard Business Review,' for example, 
quotes these SEVEN WAYs TO BE MORE PERSUASIVE: 

1. Learn “to agree before you disagree.” 


. 


Don’t argue ... if you win, you lose. 
3. When you are wrong... don’t be afraid to say so! 
1. Try to understand the other fellow’s viewpoint. 
5. Use showmanship in your selling. 
6. Ask questions that make it easy for the other fellow to say “yes.” 
7. Don’t knock—it destroys confidence. 

The most high-minded dentist would find it hard to disagree with 
these principles of sound human relations. 

Disagreement and disagreeableness are not conducive to any form 
of satisfactory inter-personal relations. The dentist who, by pontifical 
tone or overbearing positiveness, tries to force his opinions upon 
patients finds that he is building barriers of resistance to anything he 
wishes to present. 

Arguments, outside a courtroom, are among the most futile of 
human activities. The person who insists on always being “right” and 
the other person “wrong” alienates people in every kind of circumstance. 

Nobody can be right in every condition of affairs. When one is in 
error, a prompt and direct admission is in order—despite how hard 
it may be. There are occasions when the dentist must make such 
acknowledgment. 

One of our hardest adjustments is to see the point of view of another 
person who has a background, temperament, and values, entirely different 
from our own. With the varieties of personalities we meet in dental 
practice, these adjustments to divergent points of view are often difficult. 

The final of the seven principles is one of the most important: “Don’t 
knock—it destroys confidence.” No dentist gains advantage for himself 
or the dental profession by knocking the treatment that the patient 
received from another dentist. We do not elevate ourselves in the esteem 
of the patient by speaking unkindly of a previous dentist.

Lieutenant Colonel Wendell T. Jackson, 
veteran Army dentist of Omaha, Nebras- 
ka, who distinguished himself in the 
field of orthopedics, received the Army’s 
Commendation Ribbon with medal pend- 
ant in ceremonies at the Presidio.

Des Moines (lowa) Tribune: A dental 
career that began sixty-eight years ago 
was terminated this year when Doctor 
William Humphrey, 94, of Carroll de- 
cided to retire from practice. 

In an office built to his own specifica- 
tions about 1890, Doctor Humphrey has 
treated four generations of a number of 
families. He also found time to serve 
on the Carroll school board. To honor 
him on his retirement, a hundred of his 
relatives and friends gave an all-day 
party at the home of his son and daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Roland Hum- 
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phrey. Doctor Humphrey expects to con- 
tinue an active life, although he cannot 
stand for long periods of time in a den- 
tal office because of a heart condition he 
developed about seventy-five years ago. 


Milwaukee (Wisconsin) Journal: Doc- 
tor Albert Dahlberg, research associate 
in the department of anthropology and 
at the Walter G. Zoller Memorial clinic, 
in collaboration with a graduate stu- 
dent, James A Brown, reported to the 
American Association of Physical An- 
thropologists that the chances are 60 
million to one that no two people will 
have such identical dental characteris- 
tics that they cannot be told apart. They 
therefore believe that “toothprinting” 
is second only to fingerprinting as a 
means of indentification. The factors in- 
volved in dental identification include 
the angles at which the teeth turn in 
the jaws, the rugae or ridges on the 
roof of the mouth, and the features of 
the individual teeth. 

It is virtually impossible to remove 
the characteristics of teeth and mouth 
as a means of identification, according 
to Doctor Dahlberg. A major part of his 
study and that of his associate is di- 
rected toward reducing to an exact sci- 
ence the identification of bodies. While 
fingerprints are the most specific and 
constant means of identification yet dis- 
covered, they are remarkably mute when 
it comes to telling anything about a per- 
son beyond his mere individuality. The 
mouth and teeth, however, can be used 
to identify individuals on the basis of 
hereditary characteristics, such as the 
congenital absence of certain teeth and 
the effects of diseases and accidents, 


Traer (lowa) Star Clipper: Doctor A. 
J. Ploog of Lincoln is the manager of 
Transcontinental Corps for the Amer- 
ican Radio Relay League, whose head- 
quarters are in West Hartford, Connec- 
ticut. It is his job to see that the traffic 
in short wave messages is kept moving 
across the Nation from coast to coast. 
All the amateur work is strictly vol- 
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untary, but it is closely tied in with the 
Red Cross and our national defense 
system. For instance, at the time of the 
Kansas City flood disaster a few years 
ago the radio “hams” served as the prin- 
cipal line of communication with the 
outside world. Fort Riley was in that 
area and all communication lines were 
knocked out excepting one which was 
reserved for the military. Doctor Ploog’s 
station call number is W Ten SCA. The 
number indicates that he is in the tenth 
regional call area. 

Doctor Ploog began the practice of 
dentistry in Lincoln in 1919. He received 
his license to operate an amateur radio 
station in 1934 and began working at it 
evenings. Now he spends virtually all of 
his time in a fully-equipped station be- 
hind his dental office trom 10 A.M. every 
morning until 2 A.M. What compensa- 
tion does a “ham” get? “A $15 electric 
bill every month,” reports Doctor Ploog, 
but he adds, “there’s the fun you get 
out of it and the satisfaction of public 
service.” He has put the name of Lin- 
coln “on the map” of short wave oper- 
ating. 


White Plains (New York) Reporter 
Dispatch: Doctor Nathaniel W. Price 
believes that every problem has a solu- 
tion. Noticing that the laces on his 
children’s shoes were continually un- 
tying, Doctor Price decided to do some- 
thing about it. After much time and 
thought, he invented and patented a 
colorful and decorative plastic appliance, 
which prevents the laces from untying. 


New York (New York) Times: Al- 
though Cary Middlecoff, the golfing den- 
tist from Memphis, is allergic to grass, 
he has been able to ignore this on the 
golf links. For the second time he has 
won the United States Open Golf Cham- 
pionship. His previous victory was 
scored in 1949. Doctor Middlecoff has 
twice been a member of the United 
States Ryder Cup golf team, in 1953 
and 1955, and four times has been the 
Nation’s second leading money winnes, 
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Long Island (New York) Newsday: 


In Europe dentistry is considered as 
much, or sometimes more, a woman’s 
field than a man’s, according to Doctor 
Regine S. Wheatley, who found on com- 
ing to this country from France that 
there were few women in the dental 
schools and no large numbers in prac- 
tice. 

In Latvia and Lithuania, Doctor 
Wheatley said, “Dentistry is considered 
completely a woman’s field, and in 
France, one third of the students in my 
class were women.” 

Doctor Wheatley said she has found, 
both socially and _ professionally, the 
consensus seems to be that women den- 
tists are considered expert with children, 
but useless with adults. “People look 
at me and ask how I have the strength 
to extract teeth,” said Doctor Wheatley 
who is not more than five feet in height. 

“Actually dentistry takes skill and 
emotional strength rather than physical 
strength,” she said. “I would recom- 
mend my profession to women. Person- 
ally I get a satisfaction out of doing 
surgery artistically that I do not get out 
of scrubbing my floor. Dentistry,” she 
added, “is a rewarding and satisfying 
profession. The appreciation of the 
people whose appearance and health 
you have improved, can never be 
measured.” 


Albuquerque (New Mexico) Journal: 
A report from the recent state board 
dental examination in Santa Fe was of 
unusual interest to more than 15,000 
citizens of New Mexico. Doctor George 
Blue Spruce, the first dentist produced 
by the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico, 
finished his dental course and made 
formal application for practice in the 
state. Following his graduation from 
Creighton University College of Dentis- 
try this year, Doctor Spruce was com- 
missioned a lieutenant junior grade in 
the Navy. He reported for active duty 
at Great Lakes Naval Training Center 
on August 6. 

After his discharge, Spruce said that 
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he wants to return to New Mexico and 
practice among his people through an 
afhliation with the U.S. Public Health 
Service. He said, “I am going to request 
that the health department station me 
in New Mexico in the area in which | 
am most needed.” Spruce who was 
valedictorian of his high school class 
won a New Mexico Elks’ scholarship. 
Originally it was to pay him $300, but 
when he appeared at the Elks’ conven- 
tion to receive the gift, the organization 
volunteered to finance his entire college 
education. In contributing his services 
to the welfare of his fellow Indians he 
is following an example set by his 
father who teaches mathematics, me- 
chanical drawing, and cabinet making 
at the Santa Fe Indian School. His 
mother acts as dining room matron at 
the same school. 


Yonkers (New York) Herald States- 
man: Doctor Joseph E. Hughes, former 
dentist, who is president of the County 
Trust Company of White Plains, New 
York, and chairman of the board of 
regents of the Rutgers School of Bank- 
ing, received an honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws at the school’s twentieth an- 
nual commencement. 

The citation noted that Doctor 
Hughes has been a “leader in the phil- 
osophy and practice of suburban bank- 
ing.” It added that he deserves “much 
of the credit for weathering of the de- 
pression of the °30’s by the Washington 
Irving Trust Company in Tarrytown,” 
a bank which he helped to organize and 
of which he became president in 1934. 


Kansas City (Missouri) Star: On his 
58th birthday Doctor Fred A. Richmond 
was honored for his contribution to den- 
tistry at a testimonial dinner in_ the 
Town House, Kansas City, Kansas. An 
estimated 300 persons, including dental 
figures of national prominence, gathered 
to pay tribute to the University of Kan- 
sas City graduate, who is now a member 
of its school of dentistry staff, conducts 
a private practice, has served for twenty- 
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eight years as secretary of the Kansas 
State Dental Association, is a former 
Vice President of the American Dental 
Association, and has held high posts in 
other local, state and national dental 
organizations. Among the speakers at 
the dinner were three close friends of 
the guest of honor, Doctor William R. 
Alstadt, Little Rock, Arkansas, a trustee 
of the American Dental Association; 
Doctor Paul J. Aufderheide of Cleve- 
land, President-Elect of the International 
College of Dentists; and Brigadier Gen-

WHO GETS YOUR MEDICAL DOLLAR? 


PHYSICIANS and dentists are receiving a smaller portion of your medical- 
care dollar than they did twenty-five years ago, but hospitals are getting 
substantially more, according to the American Medical Association. 

Frank G. Dickinson, director of medical economic research, and 
James Raymond, staff associate, recently released a study on THE Eco- 
NOMIC PosiTION OF MEpIcAL Care, 1929-1953. 

In 1954, physicians took the greatest share of the medical-care dollar 
—28 cents—while dentists received 9 cents. A quarter of a century ago. 
physicians received 33 cents and dentists 16 cents of every dollar. Hospi- 


tals took only 14 cents in that period, but in 1954 hospital care accounted 


for 27 cents of the medical care dollar. 


The proportion for drugs is down to 15 cents from 20 in 1929, and 


the costs for “other” services is up to 21 cents from 17 cents. 

The increase in hospital use, rather than a decline in medical and 
dental care patronage, accounts for the hospital figure. In the last quarter 
century, an increasing number of persons used the hospital for obstetri- 
cal care and went there for treatment more frequently than they had in 
past decades.—New York Herald Tribune.

Fluoride Application 

Q.—I should greatly appreciate your 
comments on topical fluoride application, 
and an outline of the procedure and 
materials used in the best method, in 
your opinion. 

Also, please outline the procedure and 
materials for root canal treatment of 
deciduous teeth.-C. R. B., California. 

A.—-As you know, the applica- 
tion of sodium fluoride to chil- 
dren’s teeth to reduce the inci- 
dence of caries has been widely 
used by individual practitioners 
and the results would seem to 
justify its use, for a reduction of 
40 per cent in caries has been 
noted, ! 

The common method? of its use 
is to clean the teeth thoroughly 
with pumice, and then to protect 
one-quarter of the mouth at a 
time with cotton rolls. A 2 per cent 
aqueous solution is applied with 
care to cover the proximal sur- 
faces. This is allowed to dry for 
from 3 to 5 minutes. 

Four such applications are made 
a week apart, but after the first 
application the teeth are not 
cleaned with pumice. 

We carry out the treatment and

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dren’s teeth in much the same way 
as for adults, except we may not 
use the polyantibiotics, and do not 
use silver points in the final resto- 
ration. 

The procedure is carried out un- 
der the rubber dam and aseptically. 
When the canals have been cleaned 
and are sterile, we fill them as 
much as possible with a zinc oxide- 
eugenol paste and then pass a gutta- 
percha canal point into the canal 
to insure its being completely filled. 

One of our pedodontist friends 
uses this technique with a high de- 
gree of success, and, naturally, he 
treats many more cases than we do.

Embolism Following Extraction 
of a Maxillary Molar 

QO.—Have you had any experience 
with, or knowledge of any record of, em- 
bolism following the extraction of a max- 
illary molar? A discussion has arisen in 
my locality as to the probability of its 
occurrence. I will certainly appreciate 
your expert advice.—A. W. M., Alabama. 

A.—lIn answer to your question 
about embolism following the ex- 
traction of a maxillary molar, in 
my long years of practice I have 
never seen or known of such an 
occurrence. 
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I have consulted an exodontist 
who has had wide experience, and, 
moreover, is well-versed in oral 
pathology, and he has not known 
of such a thing happening, and 
does not think such an emergency 
can arise. 

I have also checked four text- 
books and do not find embolism 
mentioned.—G. R. WARNER. 


Hemorrhage of Mucosal Tissues 

Q.—I am at a loss to diagnose a dis- 
turbing hemorrhage of some mucosal 
tissues. 

A man of 26 finds blood on his pillow 
and small blood clots in his mouth when 
he arises. His mouth hygiene is excel- 
lent, but he is conscious of some blood 
during the day. There is no irritation 
because of improper brushing, nor inter- 
dental overhanging restorations that 
could contribute to this condition. He 
consulted his physician, who thought he 
might be avitaminotic and prescribed ac- 
cordingly, but after a reasonable period 
he still found no relief, 

I presume you have encountered sim- 
ilar cases and | shall appreciate your 
consideration of this one.—P. R. C., 
Michigan. 

A.—Spontaneous hemorrhaging 
from a. mouth in which the teeth 
are present may be from periodon- 
tal disease. And, while the hygiene 
seems good in your case, periodon- 
tal disease might be disclosed in a 
thorough x-ray examination. If the 


gingival tissues prove to be 
healthy, one should consider the 


possibility of an inherited hemor- 


rhagic tendency. A thorough blood 
examination should be made to de- 
termine the content of the blood 
fibrinogen, 


clotting constituents, 
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prothrombin, and antithrombin.* 

The physician has apparently 
considered the possibility of an 
abnormal capillary resistance and 
permeability, and has prescribed 
Vitamin C, which has not helped. 
However, in some cases of bleeding 
it is necessary to prescribe Vitamin 
P, which may control bleeding 
when Vitamin C is ineffective. 

Finally, while the hygiene seems 
good, extra thorough brushing of 
the gums with a soft multitufted 
brush is likely to improve the tone 
of the blood vessel walls.—G. R. 
WARNER. 


Denture Causes Lesions 

I was interested in reading the ques- 
tion entitled Possipte ORAL CANCER in 
Ask Ora. Hyciene* because | have had 
the opportunity of seeing several such 
cases. Even though it is difficult to be- 
lieve that the denture is the cause of 
these lesions, experience shows that they 
are. 

The treatment is to shorten the poster- 
ior border of the denture by at least one- 
fourth of an inch and to reduce the 
tissue contact in that region for some 
distance forward. The fact that there is 
normal tissue, for quite a. distance be- 
tween the edge of the denture and the 
lesion is misleading. The lesion itself is 
usually an ulceration covered by a firm, 
white membrane. I do not know the ac- 
tual method by which the denture causes 
the lesion, but I suspect it is circulatory 
in nature, 

\ biopsy of the invariably 
shows inflammatory tissue of a non-spe- 
cific nature.

I think my answer tells why I 
have not known about guaicol and 
glycerine as a treatment for this 
distressing condition. However, 
Thoma® quotes Mead (1940) as 
recommending glycerine, guaiacol, 
eugenol and iodine, equal parts. 

Bernier® advises the use of a 
zinc oxide-eugenol pack, and gives 
no other treatment. This is inter- 
esting to me because that is the 
treatment we have used for many 
years with complete satisfaction. 

I bow to Doctor Mead, a well- 
known authority, and I am glad 
that he is as widely read as I have

Advice on Adapting Dentures 

I read with interest the question 
from R.M.G., Oklahoma, regard- 
ing adaptability of dentures, in 
Ask OrAL HyGIene.’ 

I believe there may be two solu- 
tions to this dentist's problem. 

1. Take the denture away from 
the patient for 48 hours or more. 
This will allow the tissues to resume 
their natural position and not be 
distorted by any pressures set up by 
the present denture. Then a careful 
impression can be made with these 
tissues at rest. A denture made 
from this impression and_ with 
carefully balanced occlusion will 
probably result in a better fitting 
denture. 

If this does not accomplish the 
desired end result, another try could 
be made. 

2. The denture which fits all 
right in the morning but becomes 
loose by noon could be used for a 
few weeks. An impression of the 
upper could be made about 2 or 3 
in the afternoon, and dentures com- 
pleted. These would become his 
“afternoon dentures,” and _ since 
they were made to fit at a time the 
other denture becomes loose, they 
should fit the rest of the day. 

Probably the first method would 
answer the problem without having 
to resort to the second.—HARRY 
W. Trustison, DDS, Florida.
